The causes contributing to the pre- | 
gent depression are labor troubles, 
hasty, unwise and oppressive legisla- 
tion, the low price of lead and silver, | 
the difficulty of finding a market for, 
lead at auy price, and the aclfon of 
many of the smelters in refusing to 
take silver and lead ores at all. 


Mines Closing Down. 


There is scarcely a single mine in 
the province which can be said to be 
in a satisfactory condition, A large 
number of them have closed down 
gitogether. The shutting down of the 

— @t. Eugene and other big mines at 
) Moyie threé weeks ago Was a serious 
blow to the whole of Kootenay. The 
St. Bugene was supposed to be one 
f the strongest properties in British 
Columbia. It had shipped a large 
r quantity of ore, and under favorable 
conditions is a mine of unlimited 
possibilities. The ore ia not of a 
high grade, but it exists in enor- 
mous quantities, and can be easily 
mined and transported. The St 
Bugene, with favorable smelting facil- 
fties, and with a fair market price 
for silver and lead, and with no bur- 
densome taxes in the way of two per 
cent royalties, would be & paying 
proposition, both for the owners and 
Tor the province, and while putting 
dividends into the pockets of its 
shareholders, it would build up & 
flourishing community in its imme- 
diate neighborhood and tend to im- 
prove business in every direction. The 
fact that it has been compelled to 
close down, and throw two or three 
hundred men out of employment, 
ghows that there is something radi- 
cally wrong. 
Depression in the Slocan. 


Stories of depression continue to 
come from fli¢ Slocan country, The 
Payne mine, which under favorable 
conditions, was one of the greatest 
properties in British Columbia, is 
mow in such a shape that its shares 
are going begging at 30 cents. The 
War Bagle in Rossland has ajso 
become so crippled, that its shares 
this week reached the absurd level of 
20 cents, and there are comparatively 
no buyers even at that low figure. -

After a treaty of peace had been 
signed at Pekin, and the British 
prisoners given up, or at least all 

t could be found of them,the allied 
returned to Tien Teen. 

Finding that the British prisoners 
had been brutally maltreated, Sir 
Hope Grant ‘n revenge determined to 
march to the summer palace beyond 
Pekin, and burn it. The French were 
invited to join, but they refused; 600 
of our men therefore went to the 
palace and burned it to the ground. 
Besides this, an indemnity of several 
hundred thousand dollare was de- 
manded, and the indemnity was paid 
in silver__bullion, 
guarded for several 
officers’ guard 
Butler had to take his part, and in! 
common with the rest of the officers, 
he found it become 
nuisance.
